In the intereH of the cnn*erva- 
tion of food, and also the health 
of the anldier* in the camp*, the 
Council of National Defense request* 
the public to discontinue the sending 
of food stuffs to the rumps Abund 
ant food is supplied to our soldiers 
and sailora in the ramps, and addi 
tional food is not only unnecessary, 
but actually harmful, as much of it is 
spoiled after being conveyed long 
distances in heated express or mail 
car*. The aggregate quantity of food 
thus wasted is enormous. 

The time within which soldiers, 
sailors and army and navy nurse»i 
may avail themselves of the war risk 
insurance which Congress has pro- 
vided for them at very low rates will 
expire February 12th, in case of sol 
diem, sailors and nurses in service 
October 16. 1917. and in the case of 
others one hundred and twenty days 
for enlistment, and parents nf the 
soldier*, sailora and nurses nre urged 
to bring pressure to bear upon their 
sons and daughter* at once to take 
this insurance.

Your co- 
operation is earnestly requested.

do all you ran to stimulate the pro- 
duction of wool and mutton in Ken- 
tucky.

quirements of fertilizer, and to urge 
the dealers to take advantage of such 
action by the farmers and order ship- 
ment in maximum cor loads instead 
of minimum carloads.
